1s the last word in ocean vessels from 
the standpoint of comfort and con-

and appliances for cargo, The new ves- | 
Bel is 520 feet long, 64 feet broad and 
41 feet deep, It has a gross tonnage 
of 13,000 tons, a displacement of 18,000 
tons and a cargo capacity of 490,000 
cuble feet.
